Son's killer could be freed in three months 


A GRIEVING mother has criticised 
the justice system after a former 
amateur boxer who killed her son 
had his jail sentence slashed.

Hides, Harlow, last year. 

But this week the Court of Appeal reduced 
that to three-and-a-half years after ruling 
the sentencing judge had failed to 
make clear the precise basis 
on which Ansell was 
sentenced - and 
whether or not he 
accepted prosecu¬ 
tion claims that 
Ansell had carried on 
the attack after Mr Clark 
hit the ground. 

It means the father-of- 
two, who has previous convic¬ 
tions for violence, could be free 
in just three months. 

Mr Clark’s mother Tina said the 
family is devastated by the ruling 
and criticised the original judge for his 
lack of clarity. 

“There are rights for the offender but 
there are no rights for the victims,” she 
added. “Violence is rising and with a case 
like this what sort of message is that going to 
send out? 


“I have just had Lee’s headstone laid and still 
haven’t finished all the business I need to sort 
out and this man could be walking free before I 
get the chance. It doesn’t seem right.” 

She said the justice system had let her down 
and she now intends to launch a campaign for a 
change in the law so sentences for guilty pleas 
cannot be the subject of an appeal. 

Mr Clark died after he arrived at Ans ell’s 
home in The Hides to continue a fight with 
Ansell’s friend with whom he had an altercation 
in the town centre earlier in the evening of April 
15, 2007. 

During the trial it was said Mr Clark had taken 
a swing at Ansell who in turn retaliated with two 
head punches which knocked Mr Clark to the 
floor. It was the impact of his head with the con¬ 
crete that caused the injuries from which he died 
a week later in Romford's Queens Hospital. 

Mr Justice Foskett, sitting with Lord Justice 
Richards and Judge Peter Jacobs, said on 
Tuesday that Ansell was rightly sentenced on the 
basis he struck two hard blows whose potential¬ 
ly catastrophic effect he should have known 
given his boxing expertise. 

But he said if the sentencing judge had 
accepted the prosecution claims that Ansell con¬ 
tinued the attack once Mr Clark had fallen, he 
should have first given Ansell an opportunity to 
refute them.

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Family surprised by 
huge response to the 
death of Christopher 

THE family of a trainee teacher who died 
suddenly at the age of 25 have paid tribute as 
they prepare to lay him to rest tomorrow 
(Friday). 

Christopher Ball, known affectionately as 
‘Cuddles’, died as the result of a blood clot last 
Monday. 

The former Mark Hall student and much-loved 
Harlow rugby player had recently moved to 
Gloucester to pursue his career and was living 
with his girlfriend. 

His sister Liz, of Felmongers, said the entire 
family thanked everybody for their messages of 
sympathy and support and said although she, 
her mother Judith, father Ron and brother 
Graham knew how well Chris was liked, the 
sheer volume of condolences had been 
surprising.

One message from university friend Andy 
Pugsley reads: “What a guy, one of the funniest 
human beings that you could ever meet! while 
another, written by Lyndsey Titchener, said: 
“Ballhead, you will be sadly missed!! You made 
many people smile and made them who they 
are today!” 

Mr Ball had also been a member of the 12th 
Harlow Scouts and Equinox Venture Scouts, 
leaving when he went to study leisure and 
tourism at Gloucester University. However, he 
stayed involved with the movement, helping as 
a volunteer in a children’s project. 

His funeral will take place tomorrow at 2.15pm 
in St Mary’s and St Hugh’s Church, in 
Churchgate Street, Harlow.

ANGRY villagers fear a road 
could become an accident 
blackspot because county trans¬ 
port chiefs refuse to cut the 
speed limit. 

Roy don Residents’ Association 
claims cars approaching on Harlow

Road often travel at up to 80mph, 
resulting in scores of accidents during 
recent years. 

Although there has yet to be a fatality, 
the group believes it is only a matter of 
time before someone is killed and last year 
sent Essex County Council a petition of 
more than 800 people calling for the 
60mph limit to be halved. 

Now it is launching a fresh campaign 
with the backing of Harlow Conservative 
prospective Parliamentary candidate and 
Roydon resident Robert Halfon to put fur¬ 
ther pressure on County Hall. 

Association vice-chairwoman Lucy 
Cooper (61) - whose son Paul (21) was 
seriously injured in an accident on the 
road in 2004 - said it was time for trans¬ 
port chiefs to listen. 

“ft seems as though the county council 
is waiting for someone to be killed before 
they even consider reducing the speed 
limit,” she said. 

“The speed some cars come around the 
comer is frightening ... there are 20 homes 
and a farm with lots of slow-moving traf¬ 
fic coming and going along that stretch of 
road. It’s incredibly dangerous.” 

Mr Halfon added: “As well as helping 
to organise a fresh petition, I will be invit¬ 
ing county councillor Norman Hume to 
visit the village to see the problems for 
himself and hopefully lend his support to 
the campaign.” 

But county council spokesman claimed 
the authority had already extended the 
30mph speed limit either side of the vil¬ 
lage to its maximum possible extent last 
year. 

“There have been no serious accidents 
or collisions within a kilometre of the 
boundary of Roydon on either Epping 
Road or Harlow Road in the past three 
years,” he added.

Kerry murder trial date 


TWO teenagers accused of mur¬ 
dering 24-year-old Kerry Youngs 
in an arson attack in Harlow three 
years ago are due to stand trial in 
April. 

A High Court judge sitting at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Monday set April 21 as the start 
date for the trial which is expect¬ 
ed to last five weeks. 

The pair, who come from 
Harlow but cannot be named for 
legal reasons, are accused of mur¬ 
der, causing grievous bodily harm 
with intent and arson with intent 
to endanger life. They were 
remanded in custody. 

Three other defendants - Deja 


George (39), from Harlow, 
William Clydesdale (37), from 
Woodford Green, and a 15-year- 
old - are charged with conspiring 
to pervert the course of justice. 

No pleas have been entered yet 
and a further preliminary hearing 
is scheduled for March 16. 

Miss Youngs’ boyfriend Kevin 
Chappie, 27 at the time, was res¬ 
cued from the fire but has been 
left with severe brain damage. 

Miss Youngs and Mr Chappie 
were in their Sherwood House 
flat, in Bush Fair, on May 4,2005, 
when the empty ground floor flat 
directly below was set ablaze.

I read your article regarding the 
predicament of Mr Ernie Wright and 
his three children (Star, October 30). 
Whilst I believe that everyone is 
entitled to a settled and safe place to 
live, especially children, I have to 
agree with the council that Mr Wright, 
through giving up his council property 
for whatever reason, is now classed as 
intentionally homeless and therefore 
they do not have a duty to rehouse 
him and his family. 

Under some circumstances, the 
council would have a duty to place the 
family in temporary accommodation 
whilst their case is investigated, and I 
am sure this has been looked into, but 
in the meantime I would suggest that 
Mr Wright contact Streets2Homes, in 
Wych Elm. Streets2Homes is a 
homelessness charity that came about 
when The Homeless Drop-In Centre 
was amalgamated with Harlow 
Accommodation Project (HAP). 

HAP’s remit was to assist non-priority 
homeless people to access private 
accommodation. Mr Wright, due to 
the intentionality decision, would be 
deemed to be non-priority. While I am 
not entirely sure what the remit of 
Streets2Homes is, I would suggest 
this as another avenue that Mr Wright 
and other people in the same situation 
should investigate. 

I wish the family success in finding a 
new home.

Tracks of confusion

Impatient patients 

SIR, I wish to say a big thank you to 
all doctors, students and nurses on 
Harvey Ward at Princess Alexandra 
Hospital. 

During my stay, there was never 
reason to complain at the service or 
level of care. We often hear of 
negative hospital experiences 
therefore I believe it is important to 
acknowledge their recent high 
standards and to raise awareness of 
the treatment they have to endure at 
the hands of patients and visitors. 
While in hospital, I saw nurses 
reduced to tears by the rude and 
belligerent way patients treat them. 
Some patients consider it acceptable 
to subject nurses to a tirade of abuse 
simply because they are not attended 
to the instant they activate the 
communication bell. At other times 
they harassed nurses and reduced 
them to tears because of minor issues 
relevant to the catering service, such 
as their food not being warm enough, 
insufficient milk in coffees or being 
provided with plastic cups instead of 
porcelain due to risks associated with 
their condition. 

There were 32 patients on my ward 
and most nights only three to four 
nurses on duty. Despite obvious 
understaffing, the nurses performed 
admirably. What causes me concern is 
that despite being understaffed and 
under great pressure, it is the patients’ 
selfish behaviour that is putting 
patients’ lives at risk. 

When medication is being 
administered on the ward the nurse 
wears a high visibility vest with the 
words “Nurse dispensing medicine - 
do not interrupt”. Despite this and the 
risks associated with this essential 
task, the nurse is continually 
interrupted and harassed mid-task by 
patients who believe it their right to 
put others at risk as they simply 
cannot wait for hair shampoo or a 
newspaper. I counted nine such trivial 
interruptions in just one drug round.

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HARLOW’S law enforcers were 
given a pat on the back this week 
after crime detection rates in 
Harlow were shown to be the best 
in Essex. 

According to latest figures, more 
than two-thirds of offences committed 
in the town this year have been 
cleared up - the highest level on 
record and the best in the county. 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell welcomed the 
news, as did Inspector Andy Bray who said 
the success was in part a result of the col¬ 
laborative work police are doing with other 
agencies including Harlow Council. 

He said there was a mistaken belief that 
there was more crime in Harlow than other 
places, adding: “We are battling this percep¬ 
tion all the time. 

“This is an excellent achievement. 
Harlow is a safe town in one of the safest 
counties and we are working to make it even 
safer.” 

Despite the achievement, Harlow is still 
some nine per cent short of the 50 per cent 
target set by Essex Chief Constable Roger 
Baker. Similar areas such as Basildon and 
Colchester are even further off the pace with 
detection rates of 35 per cent and 38 per 
cent, respectively. 

Mr Rammell said he would monitor the 
figures to push for further improvements but 
said he applauded the work of the police. 

“The fact that Harlow comes higher than 
every other district in Essex for detection is 
a real credit to our local police,” he said. “All 
agencies need to continue to work together 
to retain these improvements.” 

He also said the Government had worked 
hard during the past 10 years to put more 
police officers into the local community to 
fight crime and anti-social behaviour and 
highlighted the new police office in Potter 
Street as an excellent example of what was 
being done. 

Trial date set for man 
accused of 0AP rape 

A MAN accused of raping a 74-year-old 
woman in Harlow will stand trial in 
February. 

Michael Cayode (22), of Moorfield, 
Harlow, appeared at Chelmsford Crown 
Court on Monday. He faces charges of 
rape, robbery, attempted robbery and sexu¬ 
ally assault. 

A further hearing will take place on 
November 13 but a provisional trial date 
has been set for February 2. 

No plea was taken and Cayode was 
remanded in custody.

Cutback fears 
of firefighters 


COST-cutting measures hit¬ 
ting frontline fire and rescue 
services in Harlow could see 
emergency response times 
compromised and specialist 
vehicles decommissioned, 
according to concerned fire¬ 
fighters. 

Essex Fire and Rescue has 
been told by the Government it 
must make £3.5m of savings by 
2011, and fire crews fear this 
could mean making staff redun¬ 
dant and cutting specialist serv¬ 
ices. 

Despite voicing their concerns to 
chiefs stationed at the service’s new 
multi-million pound headquarters in 
Brentwood, firefighters say they 
have been given no assurances about 
the plans. 

Proposals outlined in the service’s 
new Integrated Risk Management 
Plan include redeploying specialist 
staff, improving crewing and atten-

dance standards and changing con¬ 
tingency plans for unforeseen staff 
absences. 

But the Fire Brigades’ Union 
claims the plans lacked clarity and 
are too ambiguous - and it believes 
more specific cost-cutting proposals 
have already been decided behind 
closed-doors. 

Essex FBU assistant secretary 
Paul Adams said: “All we need are 
some clear assurances ... that there 
will be no reduction in the current 
numbers of firefighters serving at 
fire stations ... that no full-size, hilly 
crewed fire engines currently serv¬ 
ing in our towns and villages will be 
replaced by smaller, under-equipped 
vehicles, and that there will be no 
reduction in the immediate response 
capability and provision of our high- 
reach and specialist rescue. 

“If such clear and simple assur¬ 
ances prove too difficult to give, then 


the people of Essex and those of us 
in the service would have good rea¬ 
son to fear the worst.” 

One of the key specialist services 
allegedly facing the chop in Harlow 
is the aerial ladder platform, which 
has a specially trained 12-man crew 
and is manned around the clock. 

Under the new plans, this crew 
would be redeployed elsewhere 
whenever it was not required, poten¬ 
tially meaning longer response times 
for specialist call-outs. 

An Essex County Fire and Rescue 
Service spokesman said: “(Jfb) will 
continue to engage with all stake¬ 
holders openly and transparently to 
ensure that our plans deliver the 
most effective service we can in 
terms of prevention, incident 
response and value to the communi¬ 
ty. 

“We will continue to engage with 
all staff, including the FBU, as we 
seek innovative solutions for the 
delivery of our services. We would 
encourage people to read the IRMP 
rather than FBU statements.” 


Drug addict sold heroin to police 


A HARLOW man has 
been jailed for 30 months 
after pleading guilty at 
Chelmsford Crown Court 
to supplying heroin to an 
undercover police officer. 

However, the court was 
told Jordan French, of 
Hart Road, Harlow, 
remembered nothing of 


the incident, which hap¬ 
pened during a police 
drugs crackdown in 
Braintree in May this year. 

Stephen Rose, prose¬ 
cuting, told Thursday’s 
hearing that French (25), 
who pleaded guilty to two 
charges of supplying 
drugs, and another man 


approached the detective 
in Braintree on May 28. 

Drugs were discussed 
and later French supplied 
the officer with two wraps 
of heroin. 

However, the court was 
told by Emma Davenport, 
in mitigation, that 
although French accepted 


he had supplied the drug, 
he could not remember 
the incident. 

She said French was 
himself a drug addict and 
was fighting to overcome 
the addiction, which she 
said had led to the incident 
for which he was prose¬ 
cuted.

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PAH planning 
new care unit

INTENSIVE care provision for sick 
babies in Harlow is to be increased 
in a move which could see a new 
building created solely for the pur¬ 
pose. 

Health chiefs want to expand the exist¬ 
ing Neo-natal Intensive Care Unit at 
Princess Alexandra Hospital to deliver a 
bigger and better service while transform¬ 
ing the existing facility into a dedicated 
children’s out-patients unit. 

At present, the hospital only has 10 special 
care baby beds, four high dependency cots and 
two intensive care cots, meaning some babies 
who need specialist attention often have to be 
taken to other units to get the care they need. 

Only a few months ago, the Star reported on 
the case of mum Cara Dedman and her partner 
who had to endure a 40-mile trip to a specialist 
care unit in Luton to see their premature baby 
following a shortage of cots at PAH. 

While the exact scale of the development is 
not yet known, it is hoped the plans will solve 
some of the hospital’s NICU provision issues 
and help it cope with increased birthing rates 
brought about by a population boom and 
changes to other services in the area. 

Wendy Matthews, director of women’s and 
children’s services, said: “We are planning a 
capital new build for a state-of-the-art NICU in 
2009. The old NICU will then be revamped into 
a dedicated paediatric outpatients. This is in 
line with the increase in births at PAH.” 

A hospital spokesman added it was looking 
to improve the service and was “extremely opti¬ 
mistic” the plans would come to fruition. 

The hospital has recently invested £lm in 
improving its maternity department and hopes 
to continue to expand the service further to 
cope with demand.

A fter a 20-year wait, 
the skaterboarders of 
Harlow finally got to 
ride their long-awaited 
skatepark this year.

WORK is under way on a 
£300,000 programme to 
spruce up some of Harlow’s 
tired-looking estates. 

The money is being pumped 
into three areas of Staple Tye by 
Harlow Council.

“We’ve never had a problem before 
when we’ve needed someone round to fix 
something but it seems things have

Homes sales 
suffering in 
credit crunch 

NEARLY one-third of 
properties for sale in Harlow 
have been on the market for 
more than six months - and 
some have been waiting for a 
buyer since the beginning of 
the year. 

Figures collated by property 
website Globrix show that of 
the 439 homes on the books 
of local estate agents, some 
29 per cent have been for 
sale since May or longer and 
six per cent since January. 
Although Harlow fairs well 
in comparison to other areas 
where the housing market is 
at a standstill, estate agent 
Alan Howick, of Howick & 
Brooker, in Old Harlow, said 
the situation was having a 
knock-on effect on 
businesses in the town as 
agents throughout the area 
look to reduce their costs. 
Harlow MP Bill Rammell 
said he would continue to 
press the Government to do 
everything possible to ensure 
first-time buyers were able 
to get on the housing ladder. 
“The recent stamp duty 
freeze for all properties sold 
for under £175,000 was a 
radical measure which will 
go some way in relieving the 
pressure on the housing 
market, but it is clear that 
more work is needed,” he 
added. 

Conservative prospective 
Parliamentary candidate 
Robert Halfon said the 
“harsh climate” for selling 
houses in Harlow would 
bring real hardship for 
families.

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A FLOOD defence turned rubbish 
dump in Harlow is being 
transformed into a beauty spot as 
part of a community project. 

Over the years, the water feature 
in Sibneys Green has become a 
litter blackspot, clogging up the 
pond which is an overflow for the 
common and plays a vital role in 
stopping the area being flooded.

Family target 
of 'vile' notes 


A MAN who threw what a judge 
descibed as “vile” racist material 
into the garden of a woman with 
mixed-race children has been 
spared jail. 

Reginald Glynn (49), of Felmong- 
ers, Harlow, pleaded guilty at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on Monday 
to two offences of racially aggravated 
harassment. He was given a three- 
month prison sentence suspended for 
one year. 

Prosecutor Stephanie Farrimond said the 
victim, Samantha Hatcher, lived in Felmong- 
ers with three mixed-race children aged 11, 
9 and six. On August 5 last year she was in 
her garden when a wheelie bin was thrown 
over the fence. 

“She went into the alley and saw Glynn 
walking away and shouted: ‘If you’ve got 
anything to say come and see me.’ An hour 
later she saw the defendant throw an object 
into the garden and walk back to his garden 
laughing.” 

It was a piece of paper with messages 
including “Big fat white shark goes out to 
find black man to ride” and references to 
“black meat”. Another was thrown the next 
day and she reported it to police.” 

Among the writing was the message: “We 
must secure exclusivity for our people and 
the future of our children.” 

When arrested, Glynn said: “I am a patri¬ 
ot, white English and proud of the fact.” 

Miss Farrimond said an investigation 
which caused an earlier hearing to be 
adjourned showed there had been no previ¬ 
ous reports to police from either side about 
the other. 

Grahame James, representing Glynn, said 
in mitigation other residents also had prob¬ 
lems with the family who had now “moved 
on”. 

Passing sentencing Glynn, Judge David 
Turner said: “You behaved disgracefully and 
inexcusably. There is no possible excuse for 
passing vile notes.” 

Glynn was also ordered to pay £290 costs.

high cost of fuel. 

More and more people are 
worried about the world’s oil 
supplies running out and 
lots of alternative sources of 
energy are now being 
investigated. 

Scientists are now 
recommending the creation 
of seaweed and algae 
farms in Scotland so they 
can conduct research into 
the most energy-rich types 
of seaweed. 

Science and research 
manager Professor Mike 
Cowling said: “Given 
Scotland's rugged western 
coastline, island groups and 
relatively clean seas, it is 
sensible to examine the 
farming of seaweeds and 
sustainable harvesting of 
natural supplies as a source 
of energy to heat our homes 
and fuel our vehicles." 

It is thought that extracting 
energy from seaweed is a 
particularly efficient and 
reliable method. In addition, 
growing seaweed could 
have positive impact on 
local marine environment. 
One aspect of farming 
seaweed which strongly 
appeals to scientists is that 
it doesn’t have many of the 


same needs as growing 
biofuels on dry land such as 
requiring a lot of fresh water 
and taking up land which 
could be used to grow food. 


Not only that, but some 
seaweeds make a healthy 
and tasty snack once 
they've been cleaned and 
dried!

NEW HOMES FOR 
HARLOW PEOPLE 


Fifty five new homes have been allocated to people 
from Harlow’s Housing Register as part of the 
Harlow Gateway development at Fifth Avenue. 

The homes are a mix of one and two bedroom flats 
and two and three bedroom houses for rent and low 
cost ownership. 

Another 40 homes, developed as part of English 
Partnership’s First Time Buyers Initiative are going to 
local people as well. 

“While there was no obligation for English 
Partnerships to allocate these units to local people, they 
have chosen to do so, and all of them were allocated to 
people living or working in the Harlow area,” said a 
Gateway spokesperson. 

Altogether 159 homes on the Fifth Avenue site are 
being set aside for Harlow people who want to rent or 
buy, in a special agreement forged as part of the 
Harlow Gateway project. 


The 27-acre site is being developed by Barratt 
Homes, in stages. The first phase to be completed was 
on the site of the former ski slope. 

The homes for rent are being built throughout the 
project and allocated by Social Registered Landlord, 
Swan Housing, an approved partner of Harlow 
Council. Those on the Housing Register who want to 
buy their own home are helped, through the low cost 
home-ownership homes, to enter into a shared owner¬ 
ship arrangement. 

“There has been much rumour and speculation that 
these low cost homes are being let or sold to people 
who have no connection to Harlow. But we can state 
quite clearly that they are only going to people on 
Harlow’s Housing Register who either live or work in 
the town,” said a Harlow Gateway spokesperson 
A further 20 one and two bedroom flats for rent are due 
to be handed over by January 2009.

At last, reality television with bite 



DEAD SET 

(4DVD, 18, retail) 

It’s eviction night at the Big Brother house and the 
legions of blank-eyed zombies who’ve turned out are 
about to wind up on the menu of the real thing. 
Taking its cues from 28 Days Later and the 2004 
Dawn Of The Dead , Guardian TV writer Charlie 
Brooker’s five-part E4 horror show is less concerned 
with firing sarcastic barbs into the dismal phenomena 
of reality television (although he does take some 
deliciously mordant swipes) than it is with crafting a 
tense, graphically violent zombie mini-epic. 

Production runner Kelly (Jaime Winstone) provides a 
running narrative focus as news reports of random 
chaos spill over from the monitors to batter bloody 
fists on the security gates outside the studio and the 
plight of the squabbling housemates under siege 
from the resurrected hungry dead is intercut with the 
efforts of her boyfriend to get to her through the 
abruptly nightmarish landscape. 

Andy Nyman is superb as producer Patrick, his foul- 
mouthed, contemptuous tirades against all who work 
for, participate in and watch the show only growing 
in vehemence as the horrific crisis drives him from his 
mind. Several real BB contestants show up as 
themselves and it’s great that host Davina McCall was 
prepared to join in to such a gutsy extreme. 

With sharp writing and a pace crackling with tension, 
Brooker also achieves the unthinkable by inciting 
concern for his mostly unlikeable but credibly drawn 
characters, even as his turbo-charged cadavers cut a 
gory swathe through the queasy laughs and slick- 
palmed tension to make for one of the most intense, 
ambitious small screen horrors in years.

THE HAPPENING 

(20th Century Fox Home Entertainment, 15, retail & 
rental) 

I suspect a lot of movie fans were a bit quick to hail 
M Night Shyamalan as a cinematic second coming 
(although it’s an opinion the director seems to share) 
after The Sixth Sense, felt growing frustration at the 
muddled self-indulgence of his subsequent projects 
and then laid in wait with whetted blades for The 
Happening the come along. 

But while his ecological chiller is certainly addle- 
brained and flawed, it’s by no means the unmitigated 
disaster its opening notices suggested. 

Opening with an eerie series of mass suicides 
(construction workers stepping off a skyscraper like a 
ballet of lemmings is particularly effective) in New 
York, feuding couple Mark Wahlberg and Zooey 
Deschanel head into the country with others to 
escape what is at first thought to be a biological 
terrorist attack but later appears to be nature revolting 
against mankind’s sloppy stewardship of the planet. 

A lot more violent than Shyamalan’s other films, this 
veers wildly between effective shocks and unintended 
hilarity (running away from the wind, indeed!), 
almost but not quite scuppered by stars who look 
perpetually dazed, the director’s blunt preaching and 
a rather limp ending.

BLACK GOD WHITE DEVIL 

(Mr Bong Films, 18, retail) 

Hailed as a masterpiece of Brazilian cinema, Glauber 


Rocha’s 1964 film is both a compelling piece of agit¬ 
prop and a startlingly cruel existentialist western set in 
the last gasp of rural banditry. 

Killing the boss who’s ripped him off, impoverished 
cowhand Manuel and his wife Rosa flee through the 
arid, pitiless landscape and fall in with an apocalyptic, 
self-styled living saint who preaches a confrontational 
Old Testament message and, in a hard scene to 
stomach, practices human sacrifice. 

Fleeing during a raid by enigmatic hired gun Antonio 
das Modes, the couple cross the path of vicious 
bandit Corisco and are sucked into his pointless blood 
feud with the rest of the world. 

The haunting black and white photography evokes a 
dreamlike landscape in which blood-spattered 
gunmen declaim religio-psychological justifications 
for being trapped in cycles of macho violence, 
women are either sidelined or objectified and most 
characters function as metaphors with which to 
hammer the inherent violence and corruption of both 
church and state. Quietly fascinating.

THE TEXAS CHAINSAW MASSACRE: 3 
DISC SERIOUSLY ULTIMATE EDITION 

(Second Sight, 18, retail) 

Arriving in a smart steelbook, this package more than 
fulfils its claim to be the ‘seriously ultimate edition’ of 
one of the most influential scare flicks ever made. 
Director Tobe Hooper’s 1974 tale of five young friends 
falling foul of a depraved cannibal clan in the sweat- 
soaked Texas hinterlands has lost none of its gruelling 
power and looks great in this print remastered from a 
hi-def transfer. 

And if there’s anything you want to know about the 
film that’s not among the mountain of extras, odds 
are that it’s either not worth knowing or you should 
go lie down in a cool dark room for a while. 

Carried over from earlier releases are a commentary 


with Hooper and actor Gunnar ‘Leatherface’ Hansen, 
The Shocking Truth documentary, cast and crew 
interviews, trailers, promotional spots, outtakes, 
deleted scenes and bloopers. 

New to this package is a commentary with scream 
queen star Marilyn Burns and others, Off The Hook 
(an interview with actress Teri McMinn), an interview 
with production manager Ron Bozman, Hansen 
touring the set and the featurette Flesh Wounds. 

If there’s a Texas Chainsaw Massacre- shaped hole in 
your collection, there’s really no better way to fill it.

THE DESIGNATED VICTIM 

(Shameless Screen Entertainment, 18, retail) 

With its restrained tone, an emphasis on atmosphere 
and a tense, homoerotic dynamic between its leading 
males, Maurizio Lucidi’s Italian riff on Strangers On A 
Train is quite a different beast to most giallo thrillers. 
Opening in a richly atmospheric Venice, Stefano 
(Tomas Milian) is trapped in a spiteful marriage to a 
wealthy woman until an apparently chance meeting 
with the fey Matteo (Pierre Clementi) leads to a most 
indecent proposition from the latter - he’s tormented 
by a sadistic brother, so why not swap crimes and 
murder each other’s problem? 

Stefano laughs it off as the pair grow closer, until his 
wife is found murdered and he becomes the most 
likely suspect... while the pressure grows on him to 
fulfil his end of the criss-cross, willingly or otherwise.

Hoddle set to be among 1,800+ watching Hawks 


GLENN Hoddle is set to watch 


his late father and brother and his will not embarrass ourselves and 


Harlow Town’s historic FA Cup 
clash against League Two side 
Macclesfield Town at Barrows 
Farm in two days’ time. 

The 51-year-old former England 
and Spurs legend, who attended 
Burnt Mill School as a child, has 
accepted the personal invitation of 
Hawks chairman Simon Morgan.

He comes from 
the town and has shown interest in 
the club’s success. He has attended 
a few games in the last year or so. 
“He is very proud of the club and

He added: “We have sold 1,800 
tickets [including 350 for 
Macclesfield]. It has drawn a 
fantastic response from people in 
the town.” 

Morgan is hugely conscious of the 
fact that the occasion provides a 
massive chance for the club to 
project itself to a wider audience. 
“It’s a big opportunity for the club 
to progress and everyone is up for 
the day. We are not frightened of 
our opponents,” he said. 

“We have done very well to get this 
far and it is a big occasion for the 
club. It’s the biggest game we have 
had [for many years] and is bigger 
than when we got promoted [the 
season before last].” 

He added: “I’m confident that we 


will give it a good shot. It’s a good 
test to see how we can cope.” 

The run has so far earned the club 
£27,500 in prize money and there 
will be another £20,000 on offer to 
the winners of this tie. 

“We set a budget for this season 
even if we did have a Cup run. 
Ryan [Kirby] will be looking to 
strengthen the squad,” said 
Morgan. 

“We are also looking to next 
season.
